I mean by this an earlier generation copy from which you cut out 
what you want to withhold. 


Because I do recognise the problem you have in knowing what is and what is not a 
genuine question of privacy I am writing you rather than filing a formal appeal. If 
you dh not agree you cun please forward this as an apf-eal. 

I believe you have no way of knowing what is already publio knowledge. With the 
Oswald family this la quite much. It extends even to pro-marital sex, which is properly 
withheld but has not been. With such matters as nail all was intercepted, on both sides. 

With regard to Oswald's security clearance 1* is known that be was crypto and secret or 
top secret. So also is the kind of equipment on -hioh he worked. Where Ms. Murrett taught 
and where she travelled is in the Warren Commission records. (Tour withholding on the 
page numbered 3 nay well fittcnnim further auapioions that she had intelligence connections.) 
Mr. Pio' a Saee is hardly secret or within the exemption, I don't care about the other 
withholdings on this page but 1 do ask you to review them to determine if they really 
ere necessary and after the lapse of more than a daoade neoesnary. 

The final pngs lists attuete'-nte not provided. There is no claim to exemption 
relating to any one of triem. I would like thorn. Some clearly cannot be exempt, M the 
newspaper clipping. The routing of on* of tho listed enclosures is illgpible on the copy 
provided ms. It shows five places at which further records can be located.
